A BILL 


To amend the National Labor Relations Act, so as 
to make it an unfair labor practice to dis- 
criminate against any employee, in the rate 
of compensation paid, on account of sex. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That (a) section l 
of the National Labor Relations Act is amended by adding 
at the end thereof a new paragraph as follows: 


"Discrimination against employees, in rates of com- 


pensation paid, on account of sex is hereby declared to 
be contrary to the public interest, and it is the policy 
of the United States, so far as practicable, to eliminate 
such discrimination." 

(b) Section 8 of such Act is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following new paragraph: 

"(6) To discriminate against any employee, in the 


rate of compensation paid, on account of sex."
